Mistakes Made in Sup¬
plying Specifications

to Bidders.

BURTON CLAIMS
HE PROVED CASE

Evidence Before Committee In¬
vestigating Engineer's Office
Shows That City Paid Con¬
tractor for Hauling Stone
Which He Had Agreed

to Furnish.

Discrimination In specifications, prob-,
ably unintentional, was clearly proven
last night by the evidence taken by tlie
subcommittee appointed to investigate
the charges of Contractor C. G, Burton,
it being shown that In several specillc
Instances bpeeiiiratlons had gone out]for sower work which were not inter-1
Mned with the requirement as to fur¬
nishing stone, while the large majority
were so interlined. It was also testi¬
fied by several contractors that al¬
though tholr contracts clearly stated
that tlieyc were to furnish stone for
sewer caps, they In fact did not fur¬
nish it, but followed tho former cus¬
tom and had it supplied by tho city.

Paid Twice for Stone.
W. E. Fletcher, who not only con¬

tracted for sewers, but also had a gen¬
eral contract with the city for furnish-
ing and hauling stone, testified that
his sewer contract required him to fur¬
nish stone: that he had not included Cue
Item In his bid, believing that U was
not necessary; that he hud completed
the work and been paid at the contract
price for finished work: that in the
course of the work ho had hauled stone
from ihe city supply to Iiis own job,
and charged for hauling and setting it.
thus, according to attorneys for Mr.
Burton, being paid twice for the same
stone It was contended that he was
not paid twtco, since he did not bid
on stone for the sewer, though his
contracts, as signed, required him to
furnHh it. and the city could have cn-
for< et! tliai . lause.

Messrs. O'Flaherty and Fulton ap¬
peared for Mr. Burton, as before. In
the absence <>f James W. Gordon from
the city. W. A. Moiicure appeared for
the children of the late First Assistant
City engineer Jackson Bolton, who wojfl
In charge of sewer work at tho time,
the Burton charges wore tiiod. kittle
or ho reference was made to Mr. Bol¬
ton, except in the case of Contractor
A. W. Maynard, who corrected the rec¬
ord of ids testimony previously by say¬
ing that it was City engineer Boiling,
not Mr Bolton. who had told him lie

i not furnish the stone, although
his edit tract required it. That part of
the conversation Mr. Boiling distinctly
denied

Contract* Hilter.
When tlie committee was called to

order. Mr Boiling returned the stand \
and Identified many sower contracts!
of 1311 wirTi Interlineations as before,
described in tlie handwriting of Frank!
T. Bates, requiring contractors to fur-1
nl.«h stone, and some contracts which)
did not show that Interlineation, and
which Mr. Boiling said could only hnvc
been fclvon out by error. Mr. Boiling
also identified an interview and state-j
ment In The Times-Dispatch which
was offered in evidence by Mr. Fulton
Mr. Boiling explained that the in¬

structions of the Street Committee
were not to change specifications, but
to prepare specifications, saying that
the committee itself never prepared
Bpeclficatloris, but directed tho engineer
to do such a work. It was agreed that
the engineer had authority to make
changes and Improvements in tho spe¬
cifications, and that If the changes
were all alike In all proposals on tho
aamo work, they wcro immaterial.

Hod Two Seta.
.."Doesn't tills change show that bid¬

ders wero bidding on two sets of spe¬
cifications?" asked Mr. O'Flaherty.

"Yes, there were contracts made
both ways," answered Mr. Boiling.
"Then that prove our case as to that

point," replied Mr. O'Flaherty.
Mr. Boiling explained that the spe¬

cifications which were not Interlined
had gotten out without his knowl¬
edge, and that he had protested to
tha Street Committee against adopting
tho plan of bidding per linear foot,
which had not proved successful. Mr.
O'Flaherty showed one of the newly
printed specifications recently sent out
on sewer bids, showing that it was in¬
terlined with an explanatory line as to
tho drawings, which Mr. Boiling said
had been done for Information and
guidauco of bidders.

Jlljght Lend to Discrimination.
"Then if whoever gives these speci¬

fications to bidders were to give some
with this explanatory note and other
forms without it. there would be dis¬
crimination?" asked Mr. O'Flaherty.

"I should think there would." an¬
swered Mr. Boiling. "I do not know
who gave out those forms not Inter¬
lined."
"Who made the calculations." asked

Mr. Fulton. "In which mistakes were
made making the contract first $5,500,
tlieri $n.l"0, and finally $1,850?"

"I do not know of my own know¬
ledge." replied Mr. Boiling, "but If
you will call Mr. Saville he can tell
you. who made the various calcula¬
tions."

Mr. Saville will be called later. ^_"Wasn't a contractor at a disadvan-
tago who thought he had to furnish
stone when his competitors did not?"
asked Mr. Fulton.

"Yes, he was unquestionably at a
disadvantage." replied Mr. Boiling.

"Could you not have .required basins
wherever you saw fit, at the bid price,
even though not shown In the original
blue prints?"

"I think I could." replied Mr. Boiling,
"but It would have been a question
ftd to whether It was fair to require
anything the plans do not call for."

TOLD IN PERSON
AT END OF TEST

Evidence Creates Sensation at
Court-Martial, Where Ord¬
nance Board President Is on
Trial on Charges of Neg¬
ligence in Connection
With Sinking Puritan.

Norfolk, Va., March 15..A sensation
was created at to-day'B session of tho
Knight court-martial, when Captain
M. Knight, pre.-; 1<1 cut of tho Naval Ord¬
nance Hoard, testifying in his own he-
half, fluffy contradicted the testimony,
of Kear-Aumiräl W. A. Marshall, given
earlier in the trial. near-Admiral
Marshall declared that neither CaptainKnight nor any one else had notified
him. in person or by telephone, of an.\-thlug concerning the monitor Puritan
at the- conclusion of the explosive
tests.

;Captain Knight, who la being tried
on charges of negligence of duty in
onn cot ion with the sinking of the Pur-ltan after the tests, while on the stand
to-day. testified that by telephone lib:
had notified Admiral Marshall In per¬
son oi the conclusion of the tests, and
that the ship was ready to he taken!
to the Norfolk Na\y Yard. CaptainKnight said he called the oflice of Ad¬
miral Marshall by telephone lro:u OldPoint Comfort, and that some one else
answered at first, but that afterward]Admiral Marshall himself came tu thetelephone.

1«cc'ofnilecd III-» Voice.
"! recognized hit; voice, and he told

me on the 'phone: 'This is Marshall.'"declared Captain Knight.

s.ii l that he had dictated to a stenog¬rapher the word possibility, when it)appeared in the letter probability. Thejudge advlcate brought out the fact,that the litter had been signed by.Captain Knight, although he did notjknow that it contained the wrongword. jIn response to all questions leading;to whether or not Captain Knight satis-fled himself that all conditions in the
memorandum from the Ordnance Bu¬
reau had been compiled with, and as to
what he should have done to protecttin.- government from loss by the sink-jing of the Puritan, the captain stated'
that he had done everything necessary,!
so far as his duty required.

In his examination In chief Captain]Knight described the manner in which)the charge was placed on the monitor,
and In reply to a question from MajorLeonard said that he met Admiral Mar- jshall on the street in Washington, and'
was talking to him about the prepa-rations. He said that the admiral told
htm that everything was all right, and;finally said with a touch of what!
seemed to be a little heat: "Don't you
worry about that. Knight. You look!
out for your part, and we'll look outfor ours." He said that the admiral
seemed to bo a little resentful.

Left for YVnjihlnBton.
Captain Knight stated that it had

been previously agreed that he shouldremain In Norfolk hntll after the Pur¬
itan was in dock, hut things seemed to
be all right after the explosion, and
he difl not deem his presence In Nor-folk necessary, and sent a message to I
the commandant asking' that ho be ol-jlowed to proceed to Washington. He
said that he sent this message by Lieu* I
tenant Murdoek, when he wont ashore,in the boat with the newspaper men,
and that Mr. Murdoch, when he camel
back, stated that the commandant said
that Captain Knight could return to
Washington. He said that he did not
have the Puritan sent to tho dry dock,
and that he had no orders to have her
sent there.

Captain Knight stated that if hehad been the senior officer present hedid not think it was his duty to send
the ship to the (look. He said that hehad been nearly forty-two vents in
the service, and had never been before
n court of any kind on charges.
On cross-examination, he stated that

he fired the charge nnder instructions
from the department, and that he |would not have fired it unless things
were ready. He paid that he under¬
stood his duty to he lo take the shipas the commandant sent her, and to lire
the. explosive against her. and that his
duty did not consist In making anyexamination of the ship or to see whatfacilities had been prepared for her
docking after the charges had been
fired.
The court adjourned until to-morrow.

Officers and Privates
Prepare forWar While

Talking Peace.

REACH LIMIT
OF EFFICIENCY

Process of Recruiting Regiments
to War Strength Is Progressing
Slowly.Many Green Men
Are on Field and Equip¬
ment Has Not Ar¬

rived.

San Antonio. Texas, March 15..Pre¬
paring for war and talking peace sums
up the .situation in Fort Sam Houston
and the "provisional manoeuvre divi¬
sion" to-day. Aa .swiftly and as com¬
pletely as the existing organization
of the army and its relations with tlie
railroads permit recruits, additional
arms and ammunition are coming to
the San Antonio base.
Major-General William IL Carter

talks suavely about division and brl-
gadfe manoeuvres* marches to I«oon
Springs and "cross-country hikes."
Meantime every junior officer in the
army, every old lirfct sergeant, every
private almost, is keyed to the top of
anticipation, and those who have seen!
both service and manoeuvres say that
as "manoeuvres'' tlie present opera-Hons approximate preparations for
bostilieics more closely than was ever
tlie case before.

Where Efficiency tf.udn.
With the opening of divisional and

brigade headquarters, the Incoming of
recruits and tlie beginning of the bigsupply depot, the "mobilization move¬
ment" lias reached a point where it
has developed the line at which the
present army systom forces efficiencyto stop.
The first five or six days showed that:

in the units which existed actually as
well as in theory.the regiments andthe companies and tlie battalions that
worked together.the standard was
high, the lessons of the Spanish-Ameri¬
can War were well learned. The com¬
mands that existed as commands un¬der individual commanders were ready'
to move and did move just as fast aa
troop trains could be boarded and
forwarded by rail.
The regiments readied Fort SamHouston in perfect trim. Their de¬

training and establishment in location
was almost perfect. But there ef¬
ficiency stopped. Tlie process of re¬
cruiting to war strength, now going on
admittedly, is bringing problems dif¬
ficult to solve. The recruits have not!
reached here equipped, nor were equip¬ments here sufficient for them. Tlie!
oqulmments existed, but the war or-jganizatlon as a whole has not sched¬
uled tlie arrival of equipment and re¬
cruits so that delay would be avoided.

Formation Moves Slowly.
The actual "manequation" of tho

brigade and divisional organization af-jter the arrangements were made moves
slowly. Most of the commands had
been on tlie ground two and three days1before the unaccustomed functions of
brigade and division organizations be¬
gan, for, truth to tell, they have not;entirely discharged themselves as yet.

It develops that there are brigade;
commanders here who have never com-
manded a brigade; there are lieuten-
ant-colonels who have never taken ujfield with a command larger than a
company; there are colonels who have
never seen their regiments? together as
a whole for a year at a time.
That the territorial department sys¬

tem and the multiplicity of posts arei
the causes of the chief evils is gen-]orally agreed. The dream of the armyjof divisional and brigade organization
Is a practical fact, with largo posts
from which as a base the officers and
men can gain experience and prac¬
tice In the common run of activity In
regimental, brigade and division move¬
ment and exercise.

Klnbornto Posts X©t Needed.
"We are are not hungry," say offi¬

cers, "for the elaborate posts, the
pretty parks, tho long line of expen¬sive, houses and duties which make a
post commander tho mayor of little
municipalities and of the mon mere
workmen in city street cleaning antl
park attendance departments.
"Cur past training throughout the!

wars up to dato made us expert de¬
tachment and post fighters. The au¬
thorities have said that we are tho
best, in the world. But that day Is
past.
"We want now a chance to preparefor the sort of fighting this countrywill have if she. ever faces a first-rate

power. Wo want our colonels to havemoved with regiments In the field be¬fore, they reached command; our brig¬adiers, to have moved with brigadesbefore they got their stars; our divis¬ional commanders to have taken thefield with divisions before tlie demandsof actual authority were made uponthem."
Tills all sums up the views expressed)by almost every officor. and the whola>command buzzes with discussion of the'

army problems. The officers are gr'm-i|y in earnest in their desire to attaintreal fighting efficiency.
.This mobilization movement hasshown In terms of deeds and men whatthat suppressed report of the Secretaryof War would havo shown In wordshad Congress permitted its publication."Such is tlie terse way one commentator

on tho situation expressed himself.
Put Blame on Congress."Our efficiency is splendid," said an¬

other, "just as far as our organizationhas permitted us to possess efficiency.""Log-rolling for congressional dis¬trict expenditures on the part of rep¬resentatives, rather than work for na¬
tional military efficiency, has character¬ized Congress's attentions to the army,'declared ono civilian oommentator."The geographical balance of patron¬
age, rather than the military necessi¬
ties of the nation, has marked the na¬
tion's military expenditures," «aid an¬
other.
Meantime 20,000 troops are coveringtho Mexican border, having been trans¬

EXAGGERATIONS
OF PESSIMISTS

Rumors of Hostile Action Toward
Mexico Should Not Be

Believed .

MORE FAITH IS URGED

Baron de Constant Calls Atten¬
tion to This Country's
"Conciliator}' Policy."

Washington, D. C, March 15..Re¬
jecting what ho termed tho "alarming
exaggerations of pessimists" in their
Interpretation of the attitude- of tho
United States toward Mexico In the
political disorders of the latter coun¬

try, Baron D'Estournclles do Constant,
one of tho leading diplomatists ot
France, In an address to-night at tho
Fan-American Union. urged faith In
"tho conciliatory policy" of the. United
States.
Senor Do T*a Barra, the Mexican am¬

bassador; M. Jtisserand, the French
ambassador, and .lames Brown Scott,
secretary of tho Carnegie Endowment,
for international Peace, occupied seats
on tho rostrum of the snow white, oval
room of tho Pan-American Union, it¬
self a dedication to tho causo of peace
in the countries of North and South
America. In tho audience, were many
members of the diplomatic corps and
prominent advocates of tho movement
for universal pence.

"I halve good reasons not to follow
the alarming exaggerations of pessi¬
mists." said Baron Do Constant, us he
turned from the discussion of the gen¬
eral principles of world-wide peace to
Mexican affairs, "good gractlcal rea¬
sons which are dictated to mo by my
professional diplomatic Knowledge ot
the last ten or twelve yoarp, since l
was a member of tho llrst Haguo con¬
ference and by my personal experi¬
ence.

"In fact. I have been the witness
of tho constant efforts of the United
States government to promote, sup¬
port and Initiate-thfi policy of combin¬
ation. Justice and peace which l am
advocating for my country and lor
others."

Attempt to Destroy Darracka.
El Paso, Texas, March 13..An at¬

tempt was made to-night to blow upthe barracks at Juarez, Mexico. Twoheavy charges of nitroglycerine were
exploded, tearing out parts of thobuilding occupied by tho Mexicantroops. Two of a small band of ln-surrcctos who secretly entered town
were wounded and captured.
A number of Mexican cavalrymen

are reported to have been Injured.The shock of the explosion was felt Jithroughout Juarez, and immediatelya cry was raised that the Insurrectoshad surrounded the place In great,numbers and were attacking. Mer¬chants left their stores and crowds
prepared to flco to the American aide.The attacked barracks are in thoheart, of the town.
A small band of lusurrectos Is sup¬posed to have crept Into the town andplaced the explosive. Soldiers on tholookout on top of the barracks openedtire, bringing down two of the Insur-

rcetos. The rest escaped Into the coun¬try.
A guard was placed around the bar¬racks. It could be seen from adjacentstreets that a number of tho barrackbuildings were, wrecked,
The wounded lnsurractoa were car¬ried away by soldiers. Mexican officer'sdenied that any one had been killed.They would sny nothing further.The town soon quieted down, andthe people who had prepared to crossthe bridge, returned to their homes.

Llniautour Leaves for Home.New York, March 15..Senor JoseVves Limantour, Mexico's minister oftinanco, slipped quietly out of townthis afternoon, apparently bound forMexico City.
From what could be learnod, ho hasabandoned his idea of going home byway of Florida and Havana, for heloft Now York at 2 P. M. over thePennsylvania Railroad in his privatecar, en route to St. Louis. Railroadofticers said that from St. Louis hewould go direct tu Laredo. Texas, andfrom that point travel to Mexico Cityby rail in a course to bo determinedby conditions on the border.It Is understood here that shouldSenor Limantour ask for a militaryescort through Texas his request prob¬ably would bo granted to the extentof guarding him to the border betweenTexas and Mexico.
Behind him Senor Limantour loft along typewritten statement, and thoclerk at the desk of the hotel said hehad inquired about the sailings on orabout March 20, of all lines runningbetween Havana and Vera Cruz. Itwill be recalled that on his arrivalfrom ICuropo ho said ho Intended togo home by way of Florida, Havana,Yucatan and Vera Cruz, and that hohoped to arrive In Mexico City withinten or twelve daj-3 from the date holeft New York.
"There have been frequent and per¬sistent rumors." his farewejl statementread In part, "that I would not returnto Mexico, and that if I did It wouldnot bo to ossumo tho duties of thootflce I have tried to fill acceptably forsome years. It affords me pleasureto say that I am returning to Mexiconot only to assume thoso duties, butalso to do whatever may bo withinmy sphere of action to improve thegeneral conditions of my country."How long will the insurrection last?Quteti Sabe? But that will he depend¬ent quite ns much on tho attitude andacts of Americans ns Mexicans.
